Congress oeeks German and Italian Aid

_ Forming themselves into a_ provis- 
tonal committee, representatives of 
Peace organizations in Austria, France, 
treat Britain, Sweden, Switzerland, 
4nd the U.S.A. affirmed the following 
Principles: 

1. They declare themselves against 
all kinds of war, whether between 
States, classes, races, or any other 
8roups of interests. 

2. They oppose all arms and are 
in favour of immediate, universal 
and total disarmament through inter- 
National agreement, and the realiz- 


ation of collective security by this. 


means. 

3. They urge the legal recognition 
Of conscientious objection to military 
Service in all countries. 


4. They demand that conscientious | 


Objectors be given the opportunity 
Of constructive work of a non-mili- 
tary character instead of military 
Service, 

5. They declare themselves in fav- 
our of peaceful change of the present 
Order of society to secure the equal 
rights of al! to work, sustenance, and 
the fruits of culture. 

The bureau will be provisionally 
formed by representatives in Geneva, 
lenna, London, Brussels, and Paris.

A travelling secretary, who will de- 
vote his time to visiting groups, ad- 
vising them on organization and act- 
ivities and “reporting to headquarters, 
has been appointed by the Union. He 
is Mr. J. B. Barclay, who for the last 
ten years has been organizing clubs 
for the London Cooperative Society, 
and it is hoped that in this way a 
more effcient contact will be establish- 
ed between the groups and_head- 
quarters. 

Any group leader in London, or 
passing through London should call at 
the office at 96 Regent Street, where 
he will be very welcome, as, indeed, 
will any members. 

Both PEACE NEWS and head- 
quarters would very much like to re- 
ceive EARLY reports from local 
groups of their activities, and especi- 
ally ADVANCE notices of meetings. 
The national campaign which was 


originally fixed for next month has 
-been postponed until January, in order 
to allow time for the better organiz-. 
ation of groups so that there may be 
an adequate organization to ‘‘ cash 
in’’ on the interest aroused by the 
public meetings.

PROGRESS OF MOVEMENT 


Lancashire is the Jeading county so 
far as the number of members is con- | 
cerned, with Yorkshire in the second | 
position.

One million signatures of individ- 
uals have already been obtained in 
the United States since the Mandate 

Was formulated one year ago. Ten

8anizations. The ultimate goal of 
the Mandate Committee is fifty 
million signatures through the world, 
twelve million of which will be se- 

Cured in the western hemisphere.

Pacifists’ Unavailing Appeals for a 
Bold Policy 


From Our Own Correspondents 


A reminder that not all workers for 
peace were represented at the 
World Peace Congress at Brus- 
sels is contained in a message which 
was sent to the Congress by our 
Vienna Correspondent, for whom ‘‘mat- 
erial reasons. . . made it impossible to 
be present ’’. 

His message, which voices the 
thoughts of many who are obliged to 
be inarticulate so far as pacifists in 
other countries are concerned, 
calls attention to the awful fact that 
we, who are voicing the principte of 
peace, have had many such congresses 
since 1920—and still stand where we 
are: before the possibility of the most 
horrible mass-murdering . . . conceiv- 
able, which, after being perpetrated, 
will mean perdition for ail humanity 
and culture. 

Ile goes on to ask why this is so 
when so many former aspirations (such 
as the League of Nations, Kellogg 
Pact, ete.) have been realized, and 
asserts that 

looking back objectively upon the 

course of the last 15 years, one can- 

not fail to observe that it was solely 
the fault of the popular parties and 
of the pacifists not to have unmasked 
government in its true quintessence. 

This fault has enabled it to raise 
itself anew to the awful heights of 

‘violence and power which it occupies 

today; and it is only the veiling of | 

the real aim and being of government 
within society which makes it pos-/| 
sible... to carry on a disastrous 
race of armaments. 

The message concludes with an ap- | 
peal to the congress to proclaim the. 
truth to mankind, and to unite in the 
common slogan: 

no more any killing and murdering of 
man against man, of peopfe against 
people, by order of anybody—away 
with all institutions within society 
which abet, organize, discipline and 
educate for murdering and killing. 

A possible reason for the congress’s 
not having taken any such bold line | 
is contained in two letters written by 
Louts Launay (secretary in Paris of 
the Centre International de Document- 
ation Antiguerriére and a noted auth- 
ority on the ramifications of the trade 
in arims)—one*to Lord Cecil and one 
to M. Pierre Cot. 

M. Launay, who resigned a position 
he held with the Rassemblement Uni- | 
versel itself, wrote to Lord Cecil (ac-

of Brussels) :— 
‘Since the first meeting of the Gen- | 
eral Council, in London, we have been 
obliged to combat the systematic at~- 
tempt of the most conservative ele- | 
ments of the League of Nations Union 
to get a hold on the movement in order 
to paralyse it. 
‘ft was with great difficulty that, | 
on the strong insistence of MM. 


Léon Jouhaux, André Monner, and 
myself, these elements accepted the 
insertion in the ‘' four principles ’’ 
of a formula—inadequate at that— | 
condemning profits from the manu- 
facture of and private trade in arms. 
‘‘Winally, since then the propaganda 
of the Rassemblement, has always 
avoided’ causing the slightest annoy- 
ance to the arms merchants. At the 
last meeting of the General Council, 
at Brussels, the sub-commission which 
was to have occupied itself with the 
problem was practically suppressed.” 

In his letter to M. Pierre Cot, Louis 
Launay wrote:— 

“T read, in the ‘ List of persons and 
organizations to take part in the meet- 
ings of the French bureau, August, 
1936", the name of M. le Trocquer, 
president of the European Customs 
Union, and that of M. Joseph Barthe- 
lemy.

U.S. ENROLMENT 
CALL 


—For “ Aggressive Peace 
Movement ” 


Mass meetings have been arranged’ 
. for next month and Armistice week in 
some five hundred cities of the United 
States. At the October meetings em- 
phasis will be placed upon influencing 
political candidates to promote peace 
legislation, and Armistice week will see 
a national enrolment of all men and 
women prepared to commit themselves 
to participation in an = ‘ aggressive 
peace movement ’’. 

Arrangements for these multiple act 
ivities are in the hands of the Emer- 
geney Peace Campaign, whose work, 
during the sttmmer months has been 
reported in PEACE NEWS from time 
to time. 

Nationalization of the munitions in- 
dustry and taxing the profits out of 
war is advocated by the National 
| Council for Prevention of War, one of

WAR MINISTRY WINS 
A BATTLE 


Montevideo (NNS)-—Uruguay’s Sen- 
ate has been busy on a rather unusual 
problem: the disposition of a $500,000 
| budget surplus. 
| he Ministry of War immediately 
made a request for the money; but 
strong opposition prevented this grant 
for a time. The opposing Senators, 
declared that such an assignment would 
be “ simply wasted, because Uruguay 
is not threatened with war.” 

Dozens of other plans were offered 
to take care of the surplus, includ- 
ing aid to agricultural, public works, 
unemployment relief, and a work- 
men’s holiday camp. 

In the end, the Minister of War 
got the money. 

Characteristically, reports add, ‘‘ he 
warned the Senate that $500,000 was 
only the first instalment of a minimum 
plan for re-equipment.’”’

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REFORM—OF WHAT? 


{flee League of Nations Assembly is 
due to mect on Monday. As is 
often the case, there is one big issue 
that makes the session memorable; 
and, as usual, there will be preliminary 
beatings about the bush before coming 
to that issue. But at last the nations 
cannot long postpone a real facing-up 
to the issue of the League’s future. 
That it cannot go on functioning (or 
not functioning) as it has and _ still 
claim any sort of authority is obvious. 
The only alternatives are change or ex- 
tinction. . Given this Hobson’s choice, 
it only remains to decide what sort of 
change there is to be. | 
Suggestions have already been in- 
vited and, in fact, made to the Secre- 
tary General by certain States. Be- 


tween these there is a striking similar- | 


ity in that nearly all propose to confine 
the military obligations of the members 
of the League to the areas in which 
they have some special interest. In 
other words, if people cannot be per- 
suaded to fight an ‘‘ aggressor ’’ be- 
cause he has done wrong let them fight 
him because their own interests are in 
danger. We have always maintained 
that there is no essential difference 
between “ collective ’’ war and ‘“ pri- 
vate ’’ war, in that both perpetuate the 
war method by sowing its seeds. But 
this suggestion is not even superficially 
different from the old and discredited 
idea of imperialist politics. 

We come, therefore, to the inescap- 
able conclusion that if the League is to 
have a future at all as an instrument 
for the prevention of war it must— 
That is, instead of 
spending its time and resources on 
what has proved more than once to be 
the futile search for an effective way 
of dealing with war after it has been 
allowed to break out, it must take 
away the occasion of all war. And for 
that there is not the slightest need to 
amend the Covenant—unless, indeed, 
the nations desired to commit them- 
selves in writing by making the obli- 
gation to use the constructive articles 
of the Covenant more binding and 
specific and to anticipate their success 
by removing the clauses designed to 
provide (uselessly, as it has turned

out) for their failure. What is needed 
is to amend the policies of the national 
delegations to Geneva. Which means 
amending British policy first so that its 
chief concern is not the interests of 
the British Empire but the needs of 
those who are being frustrated and who | 
are thereby potential disturbers of the | 
peace.

The first speaker will have the very 
difficulé job of attracting the crowd, 
for no matter how good the advertiz- 
ing, the audience which you really 
want to attract is culled from thé 
passers-by. 

It might, however, be mentioned 
that the method adopted by somé 
teams, of house-to-house canvassing 4 
few hours before the meeting, has prov 
ed very successful in arousing interest: 

Start then, with a speaker of good 
appearance, powerful voice and attrac: 
tive personality, for much depends on 
his abilities. After a crowd has 
gathered the speakers should be var- 
ied according to requirements, but the 
attention and interest of the listeners 
must be maintained even at the cost 
of cutting a speech short. 

Beforehand, each speaker should 

be allotted some special ‘line o 

attack ’’, so that the whole meeting 

will have coherency, but do not be 
too afraid of repetition. 

Members of the team, when not 
actually speaking, should mix with thé 
audience, give out literature and, if 
possible make personal contacts, The 
spirit of the team as a team will make 
no small impression on those present- 

Try and end the meeting on a high 
note avoiding at all costs an antl- 
climax, and after the last speaker has 
finished obtain the names of those in- 
terested so that you can keep in touch 
with them and follow-up. 


Jf conscription comes, a really first- 
class scare will almost certainly be 
engineered in advance to prepare pub- 
he opinion. .And, as the ‘‘ News Re- 
view”? points out, it will probably 
arrive disguised under some such 
genteel title as National Youth Organ- 
ization or National Safety Corps. 

Peace groups would do well to 
study at once the implications of con- 
scription and plans of action in face 
of it.

PEACE PLAYLET FOR 
CHILDREN 


HAVE received the typescript of an 

interesting little playlet for child- 
ren written by Amy L. Band (of 17 
Kingsway, Wallasey, Cheshire). It is 
called The Wind of Peace. In two: 
scenes it presents an appeal for peace 
in the form of an allegory. 

For schools and other infant or- 
ganizations it would be a useful ad- 
dition to the programme of enter- 
tainments for the winter months or 
Christmas concerts. The cast is, at 
the minimum, twenty-six, as many of 
the parts can be doubled. 

In the first scene we see the wind 
blowing away the clouds and enabling 
the sun to appear and bring peace and 
beauty to the evening sky after a long 
period of rain. 

The sceond scene shows children 
playing at soldiers and having a war. 
One builds a castle or high tower and 
another builds a smaller one; one has 
an aeroplane and another a gun. 

The aeroplane flies over the town and 
guns are fired and the high tower top- 
ples over.

Wind of peace blows away the flimsy 
barrier that separates the morbid war- 
like games from the beaytiful game of 
international friendship and the play 
ends on the happy note of peace. 

I should have fiked the second scene , 
to be longer to get the real import of 
the message across. Its four pages 
in the play are very brief after the 
eleven of the first scene. 

I shall be glad to supply information 
regarding plays for peace societies who 
wish to adopt this means of propaganda 
during the coming season.

Convictions 


The question ‘‘ Ought we to fight?’ is dealt with by Stephen Hobhouse, 


in an article in the current 


issue of 


‘The Hibbert Journal ’’; he 


writes as one who has ‘‘ had some personal experience of the penalties visited 
upon war-resisters '' and has had occasion to think out seriously the basis 


of his convictions. 


We give extracts from his article in two parts, the first of which appears 


below. 


i is not necessary to be a complete | 

Tolstoyan or to forswear the use of | 
all outward weapons against personal; 
aggression in order to feel profoundly 
that the highly organized and quite 
indiscriminate killing, which is the 
essence of modern warfare, is utterly 
alien to the truth, love and beauty, 
which are the realities of the eternal 
world, as well as to the spirit and 
teaching of Jesus. 

The last war and its aftermath have 
made it clear to those who have eyes 
to see that an increase on a large scale 
of hatred and fear, of slander and de- 
ception, of disease and squalor, to- | 
gether with much relaxation of differ- 
ent forms of self-control, would be in- | 
separable from any such conflict, far 
outweighing whatever minor benefits 
may be conferred by the stimulation of | 
patriotic self-sacrifice and cooperation. 

The seeds of war are sown too wide- 
spread and are growing too rapidly, 
the organization of nationalistic pro- 
paganda is too insistent, for there to 
be any likelihood at all that the slowly 
growing influence of the small pacifist 
minority should avail either to prevent 
the threatened war or to put an end 
to it before irreparable damage has 
been done. 

As for the idea of any lasting 

“ collective security ’’, either with 

or apart from the League, in a world 

of jealously exclusive and competitive 
nations, armed to v.e teeth, it ap- 
pears to be sheer illusion. 


NO GROUND FOR DESPAIR 


But to a believer in a spiritual uni- 
verse, the home of a God who is Jove, 
this unhappy convicition is far from 
being any ground for despair, especi- 
ally if he be also a philosophical stu- 
dent of history. 

The life and death of Jesus, was, 
in one of its aspects, a protest 
against the militarism of those Jews 
who were ready, at whatever cost to 
the life and morality of their nation, 
to organize armed revolt against the 
Roman oppressor. The immediate 
protest failed almost completely, but 
the spiritual forces which that life 
and death released are working to- 
day in every corner of the globe. 
Even so, the Christian pacifist be- 

lieves that the spirit of non-violence, 
the spirit which is ready to accept a 
diminution of national and imperial 
prestige, a loss of trade and ,territory, 
even bitter humiliation and impover- 
ishment, rather than expose countless 
millions to the unspeakable horrors of 
modern war, rather than lead the 
young men of Europe into the sin of 
indiscriminate killing with bullet, shell 
and bomb, rather than rouse up an 
orgy of hate and fear and lying 
throughout the continent—that this 
spirit proceeds from the very essence 
of the unseen universe, of that divine | 
Kingdom, which will some day be on 
earth as it is in heaven. 

However catastrophic the coming 
Armegeddon may be, every effort, 
every prayer of unalloyed good will 
now, whether consciously directed 
against the forces of militarism or 
spent in the sphere of ordinary social 
relationships, unnoticed and unre- 
corded as it may be in human annals, 
will bear its appointed fruit. 

By such prayers and efforts we are 
laying the invisible foundations of the 
fairer, more Christlike civilization des- 
tined to arise, under the guiding hand 
of providence, out of the ruin of our 


present semi-pagan, machine-ridden 
order, which appears swiftly and surely 
to be digging its own grave. 


PACIFISM IN HISTORY 


The Christian movement of the first 
four centuries A.D, was not widespread 


enough and became too much corrupt- | 


ed by the spirit of the world’ about it 
to save the Greco-Roman civilization 
from perishing gradually under the 
blows of a long and terrible succession 
of barbarian invasions. 


Nevertheless, desperate and hopeless | 


as the condition of the European world 
often appeared to pagan and Christian 
alike in the long years of chaos, it was 


the faith and the love of those believ- | 


ers in the spiritual universe of Christ, 
at a time when armed resistance to the 


barbarian had shown itself all but use- | 
less, that laid the foundations, under | 


barbarian sovereignty, of a nobler civil- 
ization than the Greco-Roman, and pre- 
served invaluable elements of the old 
culture to blossom again in a healthier 
environment. 

The chief visible instruments of this 


transition were the monastic commun- | 


ities and the wandering missionaries, 
together with some of the secular 
clergy and of the Popes and a few 
administrators and jurists. The spirit- 
ual atmosphere which made their work 


of conversion and education possible | 
was, one is justified in believing, form- | 


ed by the influence of thousands of 
Christian lay individuals and families, 
the humble homes from which there 
radiated faith and prayer and forgiv- 
ing love. 

And the monasteries, it is important 
to remember, were originally associ- 
ations of laymen, not an order of the 
clergy, as in more modern times. The 
great majority of these Christians were 
certainly not conscious and thorough- 
going pacifists. But most of the monks 
and priests would probably be faithful 
to their vows not to take part in war 
or to use violence, even in self-defence, 
and many of them would teach their 
flock the Christian duty of forgiveness. 

No modern Hun or Bolshevik could 

appear to the British ‘‘ patriot ’’ 
more unspeakably godless and bestial 
than did the pagan Franks, Lom- 
bards and Northmen, the warriors 
who ruthlessly destroyed the towns 
and monasteries of the dark ages. 
And yet these wild savages were 
gradually converted to the gentler, 
humanizing faith of the Church, and 
their children became, indeed, the 
leaders of the new mediaeval civil- 
ization. 

Think what it must have cost in ex- 
penditure of humbled pride and_ re- 
pressed desire for revenge to exercise 
the love and faith which alone made 
possible the conversion of the murder- 
ous oppressor! 


| A Psychologist’s View 


HE natural state of man is one of 
peace. War is the pathology of 
social life, and it is certain that the 
detailed study of psychological process- 
es can help greatly if man is to find a 
cure for war. 


This is one of the facts stated by 

|Dr. J. 8. Cantor, in a recent article 
in “The <Arbitrator’’. in which he 
‘shows how the problem of peace and 
|war is bound up with man’s instincts, 
| faith and reasoning. 
“So far as man collectively is con- 
,cerned,’’ says Dr. Cantor, ‘ instinct 
plays a greater part than faith; and 
faith plays a greater part than reason- 
| Ing. 

“ Closely associated with instincts 
are the emotions. The emotion of 
| fear, for example, is closely connected
